Working hard 
for two weeks, the team was hungry for their first opponent. In one of the first prep games played in the state of Tennessee for the 2001 
season the Big Red faced off against Kingsport-Dobyns Bennett, one of the winningest programs in Tennessee high school history. After 
a four hard fought quarters, the game went into overtime where the Big Red came up just short of defeating the preseason #2 team in 
Tennessee. The next week the Big Red began a three-week road stint by traveling to Franklin for a match up with BGA. This game 
marked the first time in years that MBA had played BGA in football. The Big Red started slow but came to life in the second half to 
handily defeat the would be Division ll-AA State Champions 34-0. Knoxville was the next stop for the Big Red. The Big Red survived 
rainy conditions and easily defeated the Irish of Knoxville Catholic (lt‘s just Father Ryan in Knoxville).

The 2001-2002 edition of MBA varsity basketball had some large shoes to fill, facing the unenviable task of defending its state championships in each of the 
previous two years while not returning much experience to the playing floor. While it did not complete the three-peat in 2002, it managed to exceed all 
expectations and more, advancing deep into the Division II State Tournament. In the end, the Big Red finished an up-and-down season at 16-16. The team relied 
all year long on the strong leadership of senior players Akeem Turner (who would be named at the end of the year as the team’s most valuable player), Will 
Brackin, Charlie Nelson, David Was, and manager Kyle Abrahams. This year’s team featured a mixture of these seniors with an athletic group of uprising 
underclassmen. MBA hovered around .500 over the course of the entire year. The team opened the season by jumping to a fast start, winning three of its first four 
games. However, the Big Red would win only three of its next ten games. During this stretch the team made three different overnight trips-to Gatlinburg and twice 
to Memphis-that would prove to be valuable experiences to fall back on later down the road during region games and in postseason play. Also over this stretch 
the team lost a last-second heartbreaker to Marshall County at home and got thumped by Columbia Central. Every game within the region became key as MBA 
struggled to keep pace with first place Father Ryan. Despite hot outside shooting by junior guard Jeffrey Hollis, MBA lost a pair of tight road games at BGA and 
at Ryan. But the team would bounce back with an easy win against USN and then pulled out a nail-biter before a standing-room-only crowd at Brentwood 
Academy. After suffering a setback at Baylor and a narrow two-point home loss to Brentwood Academy, MBA played some of its best basketball of the season over 
a span of five games. First it knocked off McCallie in Currey Gymnasium’s “Pack the Gym Night.” A few days later Hollis lit up BGA for 29 points in a 78-66 
shootout win. The Big Red traveled to Marshall County and completely dominated one of the top teams in the state (52-33) as the senior big men David Was, 
Brackin, Turner and Nelson stymied MTSU signee Kyle Young to just three points. The team nearly avenged another foe but lost to Columbia Central by four 
and then easily took care of White County. In the D-II Region Tournament, MBA creamed MTCS and beat Brentwood Academy to set up a clash with Ryan in 
the championship. Once again, it came up short, losing by six points, but Hollis (MVP) and Turner were named to the all-tournament team and MBA qualified 
for the state. MBA made the trip to Rhodes College in Memphis for a sectional game against Lausanne School featuring 6’ 10” Marc Gasol, the brother of the 
NBA rookie of the year. Key shooting by Jarrett Anderson and Brad French combined with the late-game heroics of Akeem Turner ensured an overtime win, 
sending the Big Red to the semifinals in Murfreesboro against Baylor, where the team suffered a horrendous shooting effort en route to a season-ending loss. The 
trademark of this team was its never-say-die attitude, achieved through hard work in practice that carried over into games. Much improvement took place from 
the very first practices in early November to the state tournament in mid-March. MBA’s basketball team, although not the best in terms of wins and losses, 
consisted of a group of determined individuals with a good work ethic, and a fair amount of success was enjoyed this year. To return to the top next year, it will 
need to maintain the same blue-collar mentality on the court, in the weightroom, and during offseason conditioning.

The 200 1 -2002 Season for MBA’s Swimming and Diving Team came to a surprising finish. After a rocky start 
to the dual meet season, the team actually competed in four of the six or seven scheduled dual meets. Finishing with 
a less than stellar record, the team entered the Region Championships under the leadership of the senior captains, 
Cooper Moore and Chris Vutsinas. MBA’s diving team dominated the first event of the Region meet. Continuing the 
tradition from last year, all four of MBA’s divers scored in the Region meet. John Lee took fourth, Spencer 
Cummings fifth, Chris Vutsinas eighth, and Will Bundy ninth. In the swimming portion of the meet, senior Cooper 
Moore took first place in the 100 breaststroke and fourth in the 500 freestyle. Junior James Williams placed second 
in the 100 butterfly and third in the 100 breaststroke. Freshmen Van Diehl and Paul Crook also placed top 16. Van 
took sixth in the 100 fly and eighth in the 100 back. Paul placed third in the 100 free and ninth in the 100 back. Two 
of the three relays (200 medley and 200 free) were composed of Cooper, James, Van, and Paul, and both took second 
place. The 400 free relay of freshmen Tripp Rebrovick, Bill Stringfellow, Steve Vutsinas, and eighth-grader Paul 
Reynolds placed eighth in the Region. MBA took a surprising 3rd place in the Region Championships, matching last 
year’s placing with a noticeably weaker and smaller team. Then the High School State Championships arrived. 
MBA’s diving team, until this season, never had a diver in the top sixteen. This year, two divers placed in the top ten 
with John Lee ninth and Spencer Cummings tenth. On the swimming side, Cooper placed fourth in the 100 breast 
and fifth in the 100 free. James scored fourth in the 100 fly and sixth in the 100 breast. Paul placed twelfth in the 
100 free, and Van finished fifteenth in the 100 back. The 200 medley and 200 free relays composed of Cooper, James, 
Paul, and Van finished fourth and eighth, respectively. In the end, MBA’s small team finished in fifth place overall, 
soaring above last year’s eighth place finish.

After three grueling months of salad and turkey sandwich fueled 
practices, the team can now consider themselves among MBA’s cream of the wrestling crop. Although we lost some tough matches to top notch competition like McCallie 
and Father Ryan (one out of the four encounters), the fight was always there, and it rewarded us with many sweet victories. Despite the loss of key leaders from last year, 
such as Logan Hughes and the phenomenon who we all know as Phillip Simpson, we were blessed with some tremendous leaders this year. Our leadership was at its best with 
captains Jameson “The Machine” Norton, Will “Hoe- bag” Howorth, and Patrick “Patty” Simpson, who led a hearty bunch of nine seniors and the rest of the Big Red army 
to greatness. Our captains pushed the entire team, including the freshmeat (freshmen), through strenuous lifts, early morning runs, and Coach Simpson’s hardly-less-than- 
insane three hour winter practices with the thermostat jacked up — a key component to our success this year. From the get-go, Coach Simpson stressed that it would take

where MBA repeated their State Duals finish of third place in another display of relentless wrestling. Several crucial performances helped the cause immensely. William 
Simpson cemented his place in the family tradition, owning the 103 pound division and becoming a state champion. Though he lacked the support of his beloved Ashton, 
senior Will Howorth upset a top seed in the semifinals match and went on to a second place finish in the final match. Powerhouses Jameson Norton and Heath Edwards 
claimed third and fourth places, respectively. The “fat four”, spanning the 171 pound and heavyweight divisions, and consisting of Blake Lutrell, Blake Goodman, Ian 
Thornhill, and Seth Cooper wrestled hard, capturing four second place medals in the process. These days, the four continue to preach their “Being fat is cool” propaganda 
around the school. Pay them no attention. Last but obviously not least was Patrick Simpson, who yet again made it look easy by punishing his finals opponent and winning 
his ttyrd straight state championship. Also impressive was his all out sweep of “outstanding wrestler” awards, winning one in every tournament of the season. He was 
definitely a stand out on this year’s team.

Having not made it out of the region tournament in the past five years, the Big Red baseball team set out to make a name for itself. Under 
the new leadership of Coach Wims, Coach Golenor (“GoGo”) and a solid group of seniors, the Big Red reversed their losing trend and captured third 
place in the State Tournament. While the majority of the student body was in the Caymans or Destin, the baseball team began its season by traveling 
to the luxurious Cocoa Beach Expo in Florida. Beating teams such as FRA (8-7) and Friendship Seminary, NY (37-1), the Big Red escaped the Expo 
unbeaten, a feat that could not be accomplished by ten previous Big Red teams. Following Cocoa, the team headed to Chattanooga for the Scenic 
City Showdown, where it also escaped unbeaten- defeating McCallie (3-2) and trouncing AAA State Champion Murfreesboro Oakland (8-3). The 
next hurdle for the Big Red was three weeks of three game series against region opponents. The team remained unscathed, sweeping BGA and 
beating BA in its first game thanks to offensive breakouts by seniors James Pace and Warner Jones. However, on the shoulders of BA catcher 
Mikael Jacobs, the Big Red’s unblemished record was no more as he belted a two run homerun in the sixth inning to beat the Big Red (3-1). More 
misfortune would ensue as the Big Red lost its next five games, three of which to State Champion Father Ryan. As the team approached the Region 
Tournament, the tide turned with the Big Red catching a second wind. Having defeated USN and BA, the MBA faced Ryan. Homeruns by Jack 
Turner, Tom Santi, and Andrew Wilson, combined with solid pitching by Drake Jarman, enabled MBA to win (8-3), sending the team to the Region 
Championship- a place they had not been since 1995. Although Ryan beat the Big Red in two consecutive games, the team remained enthusiastic 
as they headed to Memphis to face No. 1 seed CBHS, who was attempting to three-peat the state championship. Behind a brilliant pitching 
performance by sophomore Scott Pettus, ( 1 5 K, 4 Hits, 2 ER) and an onslaught of offense by seniors Jack Turner, Andrew Wilson, and Warner Jones, 
the Big Red upset the Purple wave, defeating them (8-3) and sending the Big Red to the Spring Fling in Chattanooga. The team’s first opponent, 
Baylor, the no. 1 seed from the Eastern Region, had Ace Cane Simmons on the hill. Regardless, MBA knocked Simmons out of the game and a 
homerun by Andrew Wilson sealed the deal as senior pitcher Drake Jarman held the Red Raiders to 4 hits and 2 earned runs. Sophomore closer Wylie 
Jones earned a save by striking out 3 of 5 batters faced. Next, the team advanced to the second round to meet Father Ryan. Unfortunately, five runs 
in the first two innings for the Irish and a solid pitching performance by Irish junior Will Myers sent the Big Red to the loser’s bracket, where they 
would be eliminated by Baylor. The ending was bittersweet for the five seniors as they defied all odds. For the underclassmen, the baseball team has 
been restored as a stronghold on campus, and only the future will determine how much success they will enjoy.

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The MBA lacrosse team entered the 2002 season with alot of holes to fill. After eight All-State seniors graduated, a revived sense of 
competition and excitement surrounded the team as new faces vouched for open positions. One of the new comers was Freshman standout 
attackman. Clay Carroland, who led all scorers in the season opener against perrenial Georgia powerhouse, Westminister. 

The Big Red faced its first challenge when Indian Hills, out of Cinncinnati, dealt the home team its first loss. MBA’s lacrosse team 
then journeyed to Durham, North Carolina to play three games in three days versus talented opponents. After a heartbreaking loss to North 
Carolina champions, Durham Academy, the Big Red rebounded against Kinkaid HS out of Texas. On a day that was all too perfect, MBA 
rallied in overtime to the title theme of “Last of the Mohicans” to put the game away in sudden death. Somehow, finally, Jack Bryant scored. 

MBA returned to conference play on April 2nd against midstate rival USN. Led by exceptional defense by Bennett Graham, the Big 
Red was able to hold USN’s All-between Schmoo and Sumo stole the show. Schmoo contained and dominated his opponent all night. For two 
weeks the team idled, defeating nominal teams. The rematch against USN was more beautiful than the first. The offense was clicking as well 
as the defense and the game was never in doubt. David Regan snuffed out most of the Tiger’s assaults with 21 saves. David Boyd had four 
goals to complement his happy friend Cyrus’s four assists. We also temporarily paralyzed one of their players. 

We won’t mention what happened to us in Memphis. Let’s just say they hit us from all angles. 

The up and down season concluded in Chattanooga. On a rainy Friday night MBA faced arch rival MUS. The team was anxious to 
see what they could do against the fearsome Owls. Questions loomed concerning the status of senior star Zach Wall and a very plausible story 
surrounding the manner in which he broke his knuckle on Steeplechase weekend. All parts of the team were working as MBA played its best 
game of the season. After leading for three and a half quarters, MUS broke, and succumbed to the MBA onslaught. The victory put MBA in 
the finals for a second straight year. 

The following afternoon MBA faced heavily favored McCallie. Fatigued and mentally drained the Big Red allowed an early 8-1 
lead to the hometown favorite. But the team demonstrated its persistence, inching and clawing its way back into the game. Down by two with 
seven minutes to go, MBA was spent. With nothing left in the tank and a few unlucky breaks, the Big Red fell to the Blue Tornados 12-7. 

The All State honors were also distributed during championship weekend. Team captain Russell McWhirter was 1st team all state. 
Bennett Graham was unfairly relegated to honorable mention status for a second straight year. Michael Wennerlund was the first ever player 
nominated by his mother for All American. As a result he was granted first team imaginary all state. The first midfield line of team captain 
Zach Wall, team MVP David Flemming, and Andrew “Who” Quinn swept second team all state. David Boyd got honorable mention again 
while his buddy Cyrus Adams got second as the team’s respective assist and goal leaders. Finally, David Regan was recognized as the state’s 
second best goalie in his first season as a starter.

Eleven young men reported for Varsity Rifle last August. It was our youngest and least experienced contingent of 
marksmen to start a season in recent years - there were no seniors or juniors. Rising sophomores David Amiot, Eric 
Hill and Jesse Richards formed the backbone of the team as the only Big Red riflemen to be competing in the Precision 
Category (using Olympic grade rifles). The eight remaining members of the team all fired in the Sporter Category 
(using training rifles and limited equipment). There were three freshman - Tom Cambell, Ben Norton, and David 
Bilhartz - and the rest were Eighth Graders who had fired BB Guns the previous year. 

In competition, teams consist of four members so we spent most of the year looking for a fourth member for our 
Precision Team. Houston Nelson was the first to achieve the standard we set for Precision (480 out of 600 possible 
in competition) and he served us well during the fall semester. He did not, however, compete in the spring. Jeremy 
Doochin and Andrew Davis both moved up to Precision and traded places on the big team. Late in the season, Tom 
Cambell's scores jumped and he joined the big team for State HS Air Rifle Championship. 

In one on one matches, they had eight wins and twelve losses - but team members never wavered in their willingness 
to train and compete. What they lacked in experience they made up for in their desire to excel and a genuine interest 
in helping or encouraging each other. As the season progressed, team and individual scores climbed steadily. By the 
end of April, we were able to win the State Championship handily - an effort clearly demonstrating the character of the 
team. The MBA Rifle Classic, which we host every October, was again the best high school sponsored tournament in 
the United States attracting over 300 athletes from 12 states. The success of the Rifle Classic is entirely dependent 
upon the effort of our team parents and friends of the program as it takes nearly 50 volunteers to run the event. 

During the season, Amiot and Richards both earned invitations to compete in the National Junior Olympic Air 
Rifle Championship at the Olympic Training Center in Colorado Springs. The capping event of the season was the 
selection of David Amiot to the Tennessee HS All-State Rifle Team. Although no longer a member of our team, Jared 
Lostetter was named NCAA Air Rifle All-American as a college freshman. "Well Done Big Red!"

Led by its seven seniors, Ben Bevans, Brian Charnock, Chase Cowden, Matthew Haitas and captains Brandon Booth, Ross Johnson, and 
Drew Oldham, the MBA Varsity Soccer team ended its season with a monumental 15-3-1 record and the program’s first ever birth to the State finals. 
The season kicked off with a nine game winning streak which included wins over strong sides such as McGavock and Grissom (AL.). The team 
made its way to the world renown Hendersonville High School Soccer Tournament where the team beat the crap out of Gallatin and defeated 
Hendersonville2-l thanks to a heroic and frankly amazing goal from Ross Johnson. After laying the smack down on Hillsboro, the team took on 
Division II rivals BGA with MBA playing in what some believed to be their best performance of the season, defeating the pussyCats 3-1 with goals 
from Brian Charnock and Drew Oldham. After a devastating 2-1 loss to McCallie, the team bounced back, defeating a always pleasantly determined 
USN squad 1-0 in a shortened game due to inclement weather, and sending Overton and Clarksville NE home empty handed, defeating them 6-1 and 
7-0 respectively. In the final regular season game of the season, MBA, missing the team’s defensive leader Chase Cowden due to illness, was 
unable to adapt to the mudpit that was Father Ryan’s field and finished the regular season with a devastating 3-0 loss to the Irish. Advancing to the 
Region Tournament as the #1 seed, the team bounced back from their loss defeating BA 3-0 and, once again, knocking off BGA 2-0 in the finals 
thanks to a strong performance from Junior Josh Cherry. Moving onto sectionals, MBA avenged its two losses to ECS in previous years, defeating 
the Evangelicals 4-2 in front of 72,000 screaming fans at Andrews Field. With the soccer team’s first ever trip to the State Final Four in twenty years, 
the boys earned a 3-2 victory against Knox. Catholic thanks to goals from Corey Burton, Josh Cherry, and Brian Chamock. In the program’s first 
ever state final, the Big Red fought hard but came up short in a 2-1 loss to Christian Brothers with Ben Bevans providing [he only goal for MBA. 

Ben Bevans, Brian Chamock, and Matt Serck were named to the All-Tournament Team, Chase Cowden was named All-Region, and Ross Johnson 
and Drew Olham were named All-Americans. Along with these players came standout performances from MBA’s best-ever midfield including 
Brandon Booth, Matthew Haitas, Drew Oldham, Ross Johnson, Timmy Stanton, Josh Cherry, Sam Tucker and Bryant Hahnfeldt. The defense, 
which recorded six shutouts throughout the year was anchored by Chase Cowden, Matt Serck, David Harper, Corey Burton, Nick Rhoda and the 
often times unpenetrable goalie,”The Man, The Mystery,” Justin Holland. The strikers raped and pillaged opposing defenses all year long with 
goals and outstanding performances from Brian “Hahvard” Charnock, Ben Bevans, Jeffrey Glaser, Michael Koban, and Jake Lawrence. None of the 
team’s success could ever have been achieved without the hard work and dedication of their coaches Dr. John Lanier and Col. Dick Klausner and 
the countless hours put in by Manager Steve Vutsinas. Thanks to the fans, especially William Sisk and Bill Frazier, parents, and all the ones who 
made this incredible season possible.

The 2002 track season began on a crisp February afternoon when the Big Red warriors made their pilgrimage to Chattanooga. The season started out well with sixteen hard-fighting seniors returning for 
their final year. These sixteen individuals carried the team to heights unfathomable as they won every single dual meet in stylish fashion. Then, after a perfect 7-0 start, the Big Red embarked on bigger meets 
starting with the Midsouth Classic. This meet, which included teams from Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama, was stolen from MBA in the final race by the Baylor Bears. However, this meet was a turning point 
for the Red as it was their first meet in which they did not receive a first place trophy. Then the following week, the Big Red dominated the Highland games at FRA to continue their journey towards a state 
championship. William Sisk dominated the kilted mile along with Morgan Miller, who won the race, and further more, MBA only lost one event- the caber toss. The next week was the Doug Hall Relays hosted 
by MBA. Here, Morgan Miller dominated in three different races, capturing a first in the 4 x 800, DMR, and the sprint medley. Cook Wylly also had a great meet with three golds in three different relays. If 
I haven’t made it obvious enough, once again the Red captured a first place trophy, knocking off their city rival. Hunter’s Lane. The following week the track team made a long, very long journey to Cordova 
in M-town (a journey that we hope to never take again). Enough said. The Shoney City Championship was the next meet where MBA shone as they once again defeated everyone in the city, including two-time 
defending champion. Hunter’s Lane. Morgan Miller won the 2-mile, mile, and 800 races in dominating fashion. Will Denbo also captured a first in the shot put and discus. With a two week layoff, the track 
warriors rested up for the biggest meet yet, the Region Championships. This meet was dominated from the start by the Big Red, as Will Denbo won the shot put and discus, and Walker Duncan finished a close 
second in both to qualify for the state meet. Morgan Miller, once again, had one of the most amazing meets as he won the 2-milc on Wednesday, and the mile (4:26) and 800 (1:58) on Friday night. Nathan 
Mulherin, a junior, finished second, only a step behind, in all three races. Other personal victories at the Region meet included Jeff Snyder in the pole vault, the 4x 100, the 4x 800, 4x 200, 4x 400, and Akeem 
Turner in the 200. Then, one week later, the Red competed for the State Championship. To build up the suspense, we finished 2 nd to Baylor, the only team to defeat us all season. Our luck on this hot, sunny 
day in Chattanooga turned ill when Morgan Miller’s left calf cramped up in his first race, the 2-mile, as he Finished in 7 ,h place. His will carried him in the mile, but unfortunately, his leg worsened and once 
again, he finished 7 ,h . After the race, the team found out that this cramp had turned into a severe sprain and that Morgan’s track days at MBA might be over, even though he still had the 800 left. Then, when 
the 800 approached, Morgan graced the starting line despite his coaches attempts to hold him out. In one of the most valiant attempts I’ve ever witnessed, Morgan decided to run the race with his entire left 
leg bandaged up and not even being able to walk on his left foot. Who knows how, but this warrior led the first 600 meters of the race, and then desperately reached for the sideline with 150 meters left wincing 
in pain with every step he took.

The 2001-2002 athletic year was one of growth for MBA Ultimate. Begun in the fall of 2000 by a few dedicated 
individuals, MBA Ultimate saw its program develop into a thirty-man roster and its first competitive season in 2001. Led by 
captains Graham Lea, Chris Vutsinas, and Matt Conrad, as well as their fearless leader and Ole Miss Veteran Coach Roderick 
Russ (aka Master Splinter), Los Banditos entered their first competition at the annual Deep Freeze Tournament in Chattanooga 
in late January. Finishing with a record of 2-4, the team had blowout wins and one-point losses to some of the nations best. 

Knowing that they could compete, Los Banditos prepared for their second tournament that was to be held at USN’s 
River Campus in April. Meeting many of the same teams as in Chattanooga, Los Banditos was well prepared and excited about 
their next challenge. MBA found stiff competition in Group A, including Paideia Gruel (GA), Newton North (MA), Paideia JV 
(GA), and Brutal Grassburn (Women). Group B, consisting of Woodward (GA), Brutal Grassburn (Men), Saint Louis, Baylor, 
and Paideia JV, would not pose a threat until later. Facing the highly renowned New England team, Los Banditos kept their 
cool and defeated Newton North 13-11. The next game against the juniors (high school) ultimate juggernaut, Paideia Gruel, 
would be another story. Finishing top three in the country for the past three years, the Paideia team was well experienced. 
Despite a hard fought match, Los Banditos came up short with a 1 3-4 loss. After two more wins to advance to the round of eight, 
MBA faced Saint Louis to make it to the final four. Although both teams played a sloppy game, Los Banditos came out on top 
10-7 after a time cap. Paideia Gruel (GA), MBA Los Banditos , Woodward Academy (GA), and Newton North (MA) were the 
only teams to remain after group play and round 3. Defeated in the quarterfinals by Woodward 15-6, MBA Ultimate took 3 rd 
place in the tournament. Although Los Banditos did not compete in the Juniors National Championships due to financial and 
academic conflicts, the team finished out the season ranked 36 lh in the nation (Juniors Ultimate National Website).
